EMPLOYES TO GET FREE BEER 


EDMONTON—Free beer three 
times a day for employes in Alberta 
breweries is provided for under an or- 
der-in-council published in the Alber- 
ta Gazette released Thursday, The or- 
der sets out a schedule of wages and 
hours of labor for workers in brew- 
eries in the province, 

The order, which will become opera- 
tive within ten days under provisions 
of the Industrial Standards Act, sta- 
tes employers are to supply employes 
with beer once in the forenoon, at 
noon and once in the afternoon. 

With certain exemptions, the hours 
of labor for all employes in the in- 
dustry shall be eight hours a day and 
44 hours a week.

COAL MAY REPLACE OIL 


PITTSBURGH—There’s no need to 
worry—if anybody has been—about 
the depletion of the petroleum sup- 
ply many centuries hence; coal can 
step right in as a substitute motor 
fuel, 

Before a meeting of industrialists 
and coal research experts, H.C, How- 
ard, a specialist in seeking new uses 
for the “black diamonds” sketched a 
transmutation he has attempted. 

Through it coal becomes ash-free 
liquid fuel—a fuel of such quality he| 
said it could be used successfully in 
operating diesel engines, now driven 
by oil. 

Howard explained his process con- 
sists of a degration of coal to the 
stage of high-boiling point oils by 
addition of relatively small amounts 
of hydrogen.

BOXING DAY WILL BE 
HOLIDAY IN PROVINCE 


EDMONTON—Boxing Day, Decem- 
ber 26, the day after Christmas, will 
be observed as a holiday this year 
in Alberta, Legislation enabling this 
day to become a holiday was piloted 
through the legislature by Hon, J.W. 
Hugill, K.C., Attorney-General, at the 
first sesson of the eighth legislature 
last winter, Boxing Day has been ob- 
served in Great Britain for 
years and elsewhere for lesser periods, 

‘Mr. Hugill stated that legally the 
day is a holiday. The extent to which 
the holiday feature will be observed 
is problematical, as the, observance 
will depend largely on the people 
themselves. 

There are some holidays under in- 
terpretation act, such as Remem- 
brance Day, civie holiday and others, 
which are not entirely observed, while 
others, such as Christmas, New Year’s 
Thanksgiving, Labor Day, Empire 
Day, that are complete holidays as 
possible. 

It is net expected that the Attor- 
ney-General’s department would take 
any action for failure to observe the 
holiday provision,

AT CORONATION HEAVY 


A large number of applications for 
seats from which to view the Corona- 
tion procession in London next May 
have been received by Hon Vincent 
Massey, Canadian High Commission- 
er, and it has been decided to close 
the subscription list for seats at the 
High Commissioner’s disposal in 
January 1. Announcement to this ef- 
fect was made at Ottawa from the 
office of the Prime minister, 

Stands are being erected along the 
vrocession route by the United King- 
dom Government and certain sections 
have been allotted at cost to High 
Commissioners of the various Domin- 
ions, As it is expected the demand 
may exceed the supply, it has been 
decided that all applications for ac 
comodation at the disposal of the 
Canadian High Commissioner must by 
made before the end of the year. 

It was further announced that ap- 
plications for these seats must be 
made individually and that none will 
be considered if made through an 
agency, institution, booking office or 
business firm. 

Canadians wishing to obtain reser- 
vations in the sections allocated to 
the Canadian High Commissioner. 
will apply direct to his secretary at 
Canada House in London, While the 
Prime Minister’s announcement sta- 
ted the seats would be disposed of 
“at cost” no indication was given of 
he price. 

No details have been announced 
of arrangements made for an official 
Canadian delegation to the Corona- 
tion. Premier MacKenzie King an- 
nounced some time ago that these de- 
tails would be worked out by the Gov- 
ernment as a whole and that he would 
unlikely make any public announce- 
ments in respect to them until Par- 
liament meets. 
It is expected that soon after Par- 
liament assembles in January there 
will be consultations between the Gov- 
ernment and all the other parties on 
coronation plans and also on the ques- 
tion of early prorogation so that there 
will be no difficulty in getting through 
the legislative program by the end 
of April.

Underground Parking For London 


Would Help To Relieve Traffic Prob- 
lem In Metropolis 

The world’s metropolis may soon 
have underground parking areas.

Some there are who can re- 
call their early days and nights when 
fear was a very real and terrible sen- 
sation and these will look with kindly 
tolerance upon the child’s unreason-, 
ing terrors. Fear of the darkness, 
fear of punishment, fear of failure in, 
physical and mental contests, all in-|

Parents and teachers should above 
all things seek to avoid awakening 
this fear in the child. If the baby 
cries because he is afraid of the dark, 
by all means let him have a light.
